DAMASCUS,

Presidents Anwar Sadat of Egypt and 
Hafez Assad of Syrian openly 
disagreed today over the Egyptian’s 
planned visit to Israel and Sadat 
declared: “still I will go.” 
Assad called the idea a source of 
“deep sorrow.” 
The two presidents, allies in the 1973 
Arab-Israeli war, spoke to reporters 
after discussing Sadat’s dramatic plan 
to address the Israeli parliament in 
Jerusalem. He would be the first Arab 
leader to visit Israel since its birth in 
1948. 
When reporters persisted in asking 
whether he really would go, Sadat 
became exasperated and declared: 
“Yes, yes, I am going. I don’t say 
anything that I don’t mean.” 
He later returned to Egypt. 
Assad said: “It is really painful to 
me that I was unable to dissuade and to 
convince him of the seriousness of this 
trip (to Israel) and its reflection on the 
Arab cause and on the Arab situation 
as I see it.” 


Despite the open disagreement, 
Sadat denied there was any rift bet­ 
ween himself and Assad. The Syrian 
leader greeted Sadat Wednesday with 
all the gun salutes and diplomatic 
fanfare proper to his rank, although 
informed sources said photographers 
were ordered not to take pictures of the 
two leaders when they made their 
customary embrace. 
Assad and Sadat last clashed in 
public after Sadat reached a separate 
Sinai agreement with Israel after the 
1973 war. 
But this time Sadat insisted he was 
not heading for Jerusalem to make a 
separate peace. “I’m going to tell the 
Israelis in their own den: If you want 
to live in this area, well, here are the 
facts.” 
He said 70 percent of Arab problems 
stem from an “inferiority complex.” 
Asked whether he expected his visit to 
Israel to lift this complex, he said: 
“Absolutely. Absolutely. Absolutely.” 
The proposed visit also drew 
criticism from a small opposition 
party in Egypt. The National 
Progressive Unity Party, a consistent 
critic of the government, said in a 
statement: “This visit will only make 
Israel more adamant and stubborn.” 
Sadat indicated Assad did not 
pressure him to reject the invitation 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
issued in response to overtures from 
Sadat. But after he took off for Cairo, 


Assad told reporters his failure to 
dissuade Sadat was a source of “deep 
sorrow” to him. 
“Work on behalf of peace does not 
require a trip to Israel,” said the 
Syrian president. 
The two leaders appeared grim as 
they walked side by side past an honor 
guard to Sadat’s plane. 
Despite the disagreement, a Syrian 
spokesman reported Wednesday night 
that Sadat and Assad were still agreed 
on their basic demands for peace with 
Israel. 
The spokesman said they agreed to 
“coordinate their efforts for a just and 
lasting peace in the Middle East based 
on complete Israeli withdrawal to pre- 
June 1967 borders and recognition of 
the 
legitimate 
rights 
of 
the 
Palestinians.” 
Sadat flew to Damascus Wednesday 
to reassure Assad he would not make a 
separate deal in Jerusalem. One Arab 
diplomat suggested that the Egyptian 
told his host he was going to Israel “to 
change the Israeli mentality about 
Arab intentions, and to show the world 
who is serious about peace and who is 
not.” 
The semiofficial Cairo newspaper Al 
Abram reported Wednesday that the 
purpose of the trip was to remove 
procedural obstacles to a new Geneva 
peace conference between Israel and 
all its Arab adversaries.

Restoration Of Diplomatic 
Relations With Cuba Dim 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Prospects 
for full restoration of diplomatic 
relations and business ties with Cuba 
appear dimmed following a secret 
Carter administration study showing 
that Havana is stepping up its military 
intervention in Africa. 
The study, based on intelligence 
estimates, does not quarrel with the 
steps taken by the administration so 
far to end 16 years of hostility between 
Washington and Havana. But its 
judgment is that the pace should be 
slowed. 
Sources here said an estimated 
23,000 Cubans, 19,000 of them military, 
are now in Angola, where the Marxist 
government is fighting to suppress 
insurgents who keep a civil war 
flaring. 


The New York Times in today’s 
editions quoted high-ranking ad­ 
ministration officials as saying that 
Cuba has a military presence in ll 
other African countries as well and has 
suffered hundreds of combat deaths in 
Angola. 
The Times said one administration 
policy-maker said the Cuban actions 
make restoration of full diplomatic 
relations “impossible.” 
The build-up in Angola as described 
in the administration study contradicts 
promises given by Cuba during the 
Ford administration that there would 
be a general decrease in Cuba’s 
military presence in the former 
Portugese colony. 
Instead, the Cuban strength is on the 
upsurge, 
bolstering 
President 
Agostino Neto, who was carried to 
power partly by Cuban forces in a civil 
war with pro-western factions. 


The administration has registered 
its concern in Havana over the African 
intervention. Sources here said the 
Soviet Union also has been made 
aware of the American displeasure. 
Earlier this week, the State 
Department estimated that about 550 
Cubans have been sent to Ethiopia, all 
except 150 of them military. The 560 
Cubans represent an eightfold in­ 
crease since May. 
In Ethiopia, the Cubans are assisting 
a Marxist regime fight invading forces 
from Somalia, which has broken 
relations with Havana and expelled 
resident Russian advisers. 
Carter said in mid-February he 
would be willing “to move toward 


normalizing relationships” with Cuba 
if he could be convinced that it wanted 
to remove its “aggravating influence 
from 
other 
countries 
in 
this 
hemisphere” and “will not participate 
in violence in nations across the 
ocean.” 
“Interest sections,” which perform 
many of the functions of regular 
embassies, were opened in the two 
capitals Sept. I. American.business 
groups, sensing new opportunities, 
have criss-crossed Cuba with the hope 
that trade could be restored. And the 
two countries have reached agreement 
on fishing zones.

Shah Of Iran Urges 'Break' 
For OII Consuming Countries 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Shah of 
Iran, who earlier this week said his 
country would “remain silent” on the 
question of raising oil prices, now says 
tile oil export cartel should “give a 
break” to consumer countries and 
forego any increase for at least a year. 


The shah said President Carter 
talked him into changing his position 
•from one of neutrality to openly op­ 
posing a price hike. 
“After perusing the world economic 
situation, we have come to this con­ 
clusion to give you a break,” the shah 
told reporters. 
Iran wields considerable influence in 
the 
13-nation 
Organization 
of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, which 
meets Dec. 20 in Caracas, Venezuela, 
to discuss proposed price hikes. 
Most other producing countries 
favor some price increase. Iraq has 
proposed raising the current world oil 
price of about $12.50 a barrel by 23 
percent. 
Experts calculate that the price of 
gasoline in the United States rises one 
cent for every 8 percent increase in the 
OPEC price. 
The shah said eventual increases are 
inevitable unless the consuming 


nations begin strong conservation 
measures and new sources of energy 
are discovered. 


The Iranian monarch outlined his 
position during a news conference as 
he ended his 32-hour violence-marred 
state visit here. 


On Monday, the shah told in­ 
terviewers that Iran would let other 
OPEC members “carry the ball” at 
the Caracas conference. 
He noted in that interview that Iran 
has been called a “hawk” on past price 
hike proposals. Last year, the country 
backed a IO percent increase. 
The monarch’s visit here took place 
amid marathon demonstrations in 
support and in opposition to his 
regime, but there was no repetition 
Wednesday of the outbursts of violence 
that marked the first day of his visit. 
In contrast to the 124 injuries and 18 
arrests resulting from Tuesday’s 
violence, police reported only IO in­ 
juries requiring hospital treatment 
and IO arrests Wednesday. 
As demonstrators arrived at Dulles 
International Airport on Wednesday 
night to board charter flights home, 
police set up a security check and said 
they- confiscated dozens of baseball 


bats, hockey sticks, shovel handles, 
pipes and other implements. 
In one incident Wednesday af­ 
ternoon, an angry crowd of pro-shah 
militants charged anti-shah demon­ 
strators near Capitol Hill, but police 
kept the rival groups apart. 
Throughout the day Wednesday, the 
shah traveled to and from his ap­ 
pointments around the city amid ex­ 
traordinarily heavy security. 
The shah, who flew to Paris Wed­ 
nesday night, held his news conference 
at Blair House, across Pennsylvania 
Avenue from the White House. 
He bitterly assailed the thousands 
who had come here to denounce his 
regime, saying they represented the 
forces of “international chaos and 
disorder and world revolution. ’ ’ 
Press Secretary Jody Powell said 
Wednesday that no major decisions 
were reached on the sophisticated 
weaponry Iran wants to buy from the 
United States. Carter and the shah met 
for 80 minutes earlier in the day. 
Powell said the two leaders 
discussed the human rights situation in 
Iran and reviewed a series of 
measures that country has taken in 
recent months to ease political 
repression.

LONDON (AP) — Tension and 
destruction mounted today in Britain’s 
four-day old firemen’s strike as 
militants tried to prevent hastily 
trained soldiers from fighting the 
nation’s blazes. 
The Home-Offloe reported 12 fire- • 
related deaths so far, including five 
children in Northern Ireland on 
Wednesday and today, but said none 
could be blamed on the walkout. 
Tempers flared during a London 
power station blaze Wednesday when 
nonstriking senior fire officers com­ 
mandeered a foam engine from a 
nearby firehouse. 
The strikers seized it back, but 
troops later moved in and drove it 
away. 
A team of part-time reserve firemen 
was kicked and spat upon when an­ 
swering an emergency call. Militants 
also sabotaged some of their own 
trucks Wednesday and jammed fire 
station doors to prevent troops from 
taking the equipment. 
The Greater London Council, the 
British capital’s governing body, said 
it blanked out a strikers’ pirate radio 
network in retaliation for earlier 
jamming of a key channel linking an 
emergency control center with mobile 
firefighting units. 
The Council said it also cut off 
telephones at striker-held firehouses. 
The firemen, making an average 
$115 a week, want a 30 per cent pay 
hike. But the government refuses to 
back off from its counter-inflationary 
pay curbs limiting increases to IO 
percent. 
LA Brush Fire 
Finally Halted 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A brush fire 
that charred 1,350 acres in the Santa 
Monica mountains has been halted 
three miles from expensive coastal 
homes near Malibu. 
"The fire is almost dead,” said 
Barry Helsel of the county Fire 
Department Wednesday night. 
Exhausted firefighters put in three 
days of round-the-clock efforts to 
battle two separate blazes. The first 
was contained Tuesday after burning 
1,200 acres, about two square miles, in 
Topanga Canyon, about 15 miles to the 
east. That fire burned down six 
buildings and forced evacuation of 
hundreds of residents. 
"The weather is on our side,” said 
Helsel. "Today was fairly warm, but 
the humidity came up.” 
The humidity had been an extremely 
low 18 percent during the second fire’s 
first day, when 200 acres an hour were 
blackened by a wall of flames and 
sparks leaped from ridge to ridge and 
ignited the tinderdry brush. 
Most of the 700 firefighters who 
stopped the blaze had gone home by 
Wednesday night, leaving fewer than 
200 manning the fire camp and 
patrolling the hills to watch for flare­ 
ups. 
Six firefighters were injured, in­ 
cluding 25-year-old Mike Eubanks, 
who underwent surgery at Westlake 
Hospital for multiple injuries suffered 
when a tractor rolled over him. The 
others suffered minor injuries.

House Dems Seek

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - With 1978 
growing ever closer, House Democrats 
hoped to win approval today of a less 
ambitious but still politically explosive 
congressional redistricting bill. 
The scaled down plan attempts to 
capture one Democratic seat in 
Columbus and solidify an existing 
Democratic-held post in Cincinnati. 
In the process four districts would be 
redrawn, but unlike the original 
Senate-approved 
bill, 
Ohio’s 
remaining 19 congressional districts 
would not be substantially altered. 


The toned down plan did not satisfy 
Republicans on Wednesday, as they 
voted solidly against the bill when it 
popped out of the Governmental 
Affairs Committee 10-7 after lying 
dormant for more than two months. 
With a veto by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes a near certainty, and a 90-day 
waiting period for enactment if the 
veto 
is 
overridden, 
majority 
Democratic leaders must move the bill 
this month to be sure it will take effect 
before the March 23 congressional 
filing date. 


"The public has had no time to 
react,” complained House Minority 
Whip Alan E. Norris, R-Westerville. 
"This thing has all been orchestrated 
behind closed doors.” 
In Hamilton County, the new 
congressional map would resemble a 
doughnut with Democratic Rep. 
Thomas A. Luken’s 2nd District 
comprising 
while a suburban 
conceded to Republican Rep. Willis D. 
Gradison Jr. 
Another Republican, Rep. Samuel L. 


Devine, who would have been moved 
out of his 12th district in Franklin 
County, could stay at home in the 
revised plan that adds his suburban 
Bexley-Whitehall neighborhood. 
But Devine would still have to run in 
a district with a 54 percent Democrat 
majority, according to state Rep. 
James A. Baumann, D-Columbus, a 
congressional hopeful who authored 
the amendment. 
By leaving Devine’s home in the 12th 
District, Baumann said the bill 
avoided "blatant gerrymandering.” 
Rep. Chalmers Wylie, R-Ohio, would 
be left with a solid Republican 15th 
district, adjusted to include northern 
Franklin County and Morrow and 
Delaware counties. 
Two other changes were made in the 
substitute bill. 
A section of Summit County, in­ 
cluding the towns of Stow and Hudson, 
was moved from the lith District 
(Rep. William J. Stanton, R-Ohio), to 
the 14th District (Rep. John F. 
Seiberling). 
In the trade, the lith District 
received a portion of Portage County, 
including the city of Kent, currently in 
the 14th. 
In a separate move, Oxford Town­ 
ship, with a population of 1,000 in Erie 
County, was moved from the 17th 
District (Rep. John M. Ashbrook, 
R-Ohio) to the 13th District (Rep. 
Donald J. Pease, D-Ohio).

NEW YORK — A “World Population 
Gook” has been installed high on the

Washington, D.C. Facing down Con­ 
necticut Avenue, so that Americans 
and foreign visitors can catch its 
message, the clock is digital and it 
clicks off the frightening growth of 
human beings bom in this world. 
Three persons are born every 
second. There are 172 people added to 
the world’s population each minute; 
this is more than 10,000 an hour, and 
nearly a quarter-million a day!

The 
world, with a population now of more 
than 4 billion, 397 million, already is 
cramped and hungry. Even with a 
meager 0.5 percent growth rate of 4 
percent, the world population will 
double in only 17 years.

NEW YORK (AP) - Hold onto your 
wallet. ‘Tis the season to be merry in 
the stores and all the ingenuity of the 
merchandising fraternity is designed 
to make you and your dollar welcome. 
Late reports suggest that this may 
be 
an 
exceedingly 
spendthrift 
Christmas. Retail sales for the year 
are going to top $700 billion, and 
something like $75 billion of that is 
likely to be added up in December 
alone. 
Indicating the trend, October sales 
leaped 1.8 per cent over the previous 
month, one of the strongest showings 
of the year. Unlike in some years, 
merchants don’t have to set a spending 
mood, but merely prolong it. 
Consumers seem to be in an ebullient 
mood. Credit is the mixer for the 
holiday cocktail, and consumers have 
been adding to their installment 
borrowing at a rate of $2.5 billion a 
month, bringing the total to about $200 
billion. 
Does that figure frighten you? It 
frightens more than a few retailers, 
and some bankers too, but the truth is 
it amounts to just 17 percent of 
disposable personal income, or I 
percent below the record set in 1973. 
Should a sharp economic downturn 
occur it seems likely that some of those 
bills might be late in being repaid, but 
few economists expect such an event to 
take place. Meanwhile, repayments 
are said to be satisfactory.

accumulation of consumer credit 
because, as they are ever aware, they 
have in the Christmas selling season 
about 30 of the best sales days of the 
year.

To retailers, 
this adds up to a good deal, especially 
since many of them sell the receivable 
account.

or herself. To prevent the climate from 
becoming dangerously chummy (one 
person gets a cold, the whole world 
catches it) there would need to be 
towering skyscrapers in every Mode of 
land. Just so people would have enough 
room to lie down. 
They’d have to lie down in shifts, in 
any case. 
Traffic conditions may be bad now, 
but in this foredated future, cars 
would be obsolete. Rockets possibly 
would be incapable of functioning 
safely, too. Even the atmosphere 
would be cluttered, and certainly 
polluted. Jacques Cousteau had better, 
indeed, develop his theory that men 
can be trained to function underwater 
— even grow gills. Because every 
square mile of ocean floor will be 
necessary to accommodate our 
descendants. 
And the food problem? Americans 
never quite grasp the fact (as we push 
the buttons on our garbage-disposal 
units) that already two-thirds of the 
world’s population is undernourished. 
We keep thinking that we can teach our 
agricultural technology to Asians and 
Africans, and that will take care of tine 
problem when it is absolutely 
necessary. 
But this theory overlooks the fact 
that in the underdeveloped countries, 
overloaded with humanity, farmland 
is already scarce and growing scarcer. 
As is water. And our crop surpluses, 
generously bestowed on the un­ 
dernourished, would help relatively 
little. An agricultural expert has 
pointed out that if our crop surpluses 
were divided equally among the 
world’s needy right now, each would 
get the equivalent of about one cup of 
rice a year. And by next year, those 
needy will have given birth to more 
needy. It will come down to one grain 
of rice per mouth, as population 
growth burgeons. 
There is no choice but to try to help 
the overpopulated and backward 
countries, as well as ourselves, see the 
population explosion realistically. 
We’re trying. 
But perhaps the World Population 
Clock should be installed on buildings 
around the world, rather than only in 
Washington. And then teach people to 
tell this excruciating form of time. 
The public relations job by U.S. and 
European environmentalists has been 
successful within our own environs, 
but it has not reached to the heart of 
the problem. And it has been so much 
slower than medical science, which 
daily is making discoveries to increase 
humankind’s longevity. 
Science is saving us all — for an 
unthinkable future.

j; ^ Speaking Of Your Health

My friend and I are on a kick of 
herbal health pills. My doctor thinks 
it’s hogwash and that it could even be 
dangerous. Do you see any objection to 
them? 
Miss M. B., Del. 
Dear Miss B.: 
It would be wrong if I were to 
dogmatically deny the value of herbal 
foods. Many of them have been used 
for years as nutritious supplements to 
the daily diet. Herbal foods and pills 
purchased from reliable dispensers 
can be depended on. 
Every once in a while a dangerous 
situation arises when questionable 
commodities of this kind reach the 
public. The American Medical 
Association recently reported a case of 
accidental lead poisoning that was 
caused by eating herbal pills that had 
been given to a 59-year-old woman by a 
“herbalist-acupuncturist,” to relieve 
the pains in her joints. 
After a few months of taking these 
pills the patient developed many 
symptoms. When the pills were 
analyzed, they were found to contain 
an unusually high amount of lead. Only 
after the pills were stopped and in­ 
tensive lead poisoning treatment 
begun did the symptoms disappear. 
These herbal pills had been processed 
in Hong Kong. 
Not long ago, another case was 
reported, of poisoning traced to a 
powdered bone meal health food 
product that had been imported from 
England. Although not actually a 
herbal product it does indicate the 
need for very stringent surveillance of 
the entire health food industry. The 
Federal Drug Administration is trying 
desperately hard to acquire funding in 


order to establish more rigid rules of 
safety for all health food products. 
A safe rule is to know your dealer, 
carefully read the contents of a 
package and to avoid getting on the 
bandwagon of every new highly touted 
health fwd fad. 


I have a tendency to get heavy keloid 
scars every time I cut my skin. After 
an operation for my appendix, a large 
awful-looking scar was left. Can 
anything be done about this condition? 
It seems to run in my family. 
Mrs. B.R.V..S.C. 
Dear Mrs. V.: 
A keloid is a formation of heavy scar 
tissue that some people develop at the 
site of an incision after surgery, or 
even after a laceration or burn. The 
exact cause is unknown, although a 
definite hereditary tendency usually 
exists. 
When the formation of keloids is 
anticipated after surgery the wound is 
often treated with X-ray or cobalt 
therapy in order to prevent its for­ 
mation. In many instances, the size of 
the keloid is markedly reduced. 
Kelids that have already formed, as 
in your case, can bef removed 
surgically, and immediately treated 
with X-ray and cortisone so as to 
reduce the chances that another keloid 
might form in the same site. 
A number of other drugs (by in­ 
jection), and cryotherapy (freezing 
technique) are sometimes used suc­ 
cessfully for the reduction of the size of 
keloids. 
Anyone who knows that he has a 
personal or family tendency to keloid 
scarring should tell this to his surgeon 
if an operation is contemplated.

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ROME (AP) - U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture Bob Bergland told a 144- 
nation U.N. food conference today that 
excessive grain production wiping out 
profits is actually a threat to world 
agriculture despite scarcity in 
developing nations. 
Defending 
the 
Carter 
ad­ 
ministration’s decision to restrict 
wheat acreage, Bergland said “we 
believe that protecting the productive 
capacity of U.S. agriculture is a major 
factor in ensuring world food 
security.” 
He said recent bumper crops in­ 
creased carryover stocks, causing 
sharply lower prices with some grains 
selling on world markets below 
production costs. 
“We believe that this situation, if it 
persists, will threaten the long-run 
production capability of world 
agriculture by reducing investment 
incentives,” Bergland added. 
The former Minnesota fanner said 
the U.S. limitation on acreage “may 
have been inadequately understood” 
and assured the conference that “these 
actions were taken after careful 
estimation that world supplies would 
be adequate at reasonable prices.” 
Currently, the secretary stated, 
there is no immediate pressure of 
world food shortages and the air of 
crisis that dominated the discussions 
of four years ago has disappeared. 
Bergland also cautioned that despite 
the increased production the number 
of malnourished people remains in­ 
tolerably large and little progress has 
been made toward the goal of 
eliminating malnourishment in the 
poorest developing countries. U.N. 
food experts estimate the world’s 
hungry at around 500 million. 
Bumper crops also allowed the 
United States, Bergland said, to 
establish a farmerowned reserve 
program totalling 30-35 million tons 
and a special international food 
reserve of up to six million tons of 
wheat. 
And he pledged increased U.S. food 
aid, saying that the U.S. contribution 


to international development lending 
institutions will be up more than 
double in 1978 compared with 1976.

bilateral 
assistance, 
the 
secretary said U.S. aid programs will 
increase by $50 million over the $536 
million in the last two years.

CINCINNATI (AP) - Senate 
Minority Leader Howard Baker, R-

We can’t continue to take 
the money out of the treasury,” Baker 
said. He said he agreed with the I 
percent user tax on cargoes proposed 
by Sen.

“I can’t understand why he favors 
it,” said Betty G. Justice, assistant to 
the _ president of the Ohio Valley 
Improvement Association which 
represents not only the barge industry 
but utilities, steel and other industries 
along the Ohio, Mississippi and 
tributary rivers. 
Fahmy 
Resigns 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy resigned and 
President Anwar Sadat accepted the 
resignation, Egypt’s Middle East 
News Agency said today. 
The report came shortly after Sadat 
returned from a visit to Damascus in 
which he and Syrian President Hafez 
Assad differed over Sadat’s proposed 
trip to Israel. 
The Middle East News Agency said 
Fahmy’s letter of resignation cited 
“urgent new elements which affected 
the situation.” It gave no details, but 
the “new elements” appeared to be a 
reference to Sadat’s controversial trip 
to Israel. 
Fahmy has been a key aide of 
Sadat’s, carrying out the Egyptian 
leader’s negotiating strategy with 
Israel since the October 1973 war. 
He also had been a strong proponent 
of Egypt’s turn away from the Soviet 
Union and toward the United States 
over the past four years. 


Larry Flynt Resigns 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Larry 
Flynt, publisher of Hustle and Chic 
magazines, has resigned as president 
of Larry Flynt Publications Inc. 
Flynt named his brother, Jimmy, as 
his successor to head the corporation. 
Flynt said the “shift in corporate 
structure” was necessary to give him 
more time to “devote my attentions to 
bringing about social change.” 
Flynt said he will continue as 
chairman of the board of Flynt 
Publications and will retain editorial 
control of all publications. 
Jimmy Flynt previously was 
president of Flynt Distributing Co. 
That post will be filled by Jack 
Gallagher, who also will take over as 
executive vice president of Flynt 
Publications. 


“He’s from a state that has a vital 
interest in water transportation. Not 
only will people have to pay for river 
transportation through income tax but 
in the consumer line as well.

“If, after 1978 (when he seeks re- 
election to the Senate) there still is any 
chance I will be interested in it!'I‘will 
decide in 1979,” Baker said. 
Baker, who said his prime inteirest 
now is re-election to the Senate, said he 
expected former President Gerald R. 
Ford and former California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan to again be con­ 
tenders. 
“I think it will be a real donnybrook 
but it will be good for the party. I think 
the race in 1980 is likely to be wide open 
in the state primaries,” he said. 
Baker was in Cincinnati as part of a 
tour meeting with and thanking con­ 
tributors to previous Republican 
election efforts. Aides said this was 
part of his duties as minority leader. 
Baker said the major problem for 
the GOP “is winning” but said 
television of the Watergate hearings 
“probably saved the Republican party 
because it showed the deep concern 
Republicans had for the country 
during that terrible, embarrassing 
time.” 
Baker predicted the coming Senate 
debate of the Panama Canal issue 
“will be the first time such a debate 
has been televised.” He said he has 
joined Sen. Robert Byrd, D-Va., in 
proposing the matter to the Senate.

“Why not teach parents how to 
prepare more nutritional breakfasts?”

“Advertising.” Mandell says parents, 
not television, should be blamed for 
children's eating habits. 
“Parents are responsible for the 
welfare of their children,” Mandell 
said in a recent interview. “I’m getting 


pretty exasperated with social 
reformers who blame ills on all instead 
of those closest to the problem.” 
“If they (children) are watching 
Saturday morning television with a 
bowl of sugarcoated cereal in front of 
them, it’s because their parents are 
still in bed, maybe with a hangover, 
and the TV has become a babysitter.” 
Although the public generally views 
advertising as being manipulative, 
Mandrell said it can’t make consumers 
buy what they don’t want. 
Lobbyists who want to curb cereal 
commercials on television aimed at 


youngsters are using advertising as 
the scapegoat, he said. 
Advocates for banning the ads claim 
the commercials lead children to eat 
too much sugar. Mandell, who said 
nutritionists disagree over the effects 
of sugar, said manufacturers “make 
what people want and they advertise 
sugar-coated cereals because children 
naturally want something sweet.” 
He said the advertiser will promote 
within the legal confines whatever is 
easiest to promote, and in the case of 
many cereals, that is sweetness of 
taste. 


Certainly one can be critical of 
advertising, but to say all advertising 
is bad because some advertisements 
are bad, is like saying that all doctors 
are bad because some are quacks, or 
that all lawyers are bad because some 
are ambulance chasers.” 


Eliminating all television ad­ 
vertising would be at the expense of 
consumers, Mandell said. He said even 
though cigarette ads were banned 
from television, tobacco companies 
have increased their advertising in 
newspapers and magazines which

Cancer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration says it ap­ 
pears there is no longer any doubt that 
a chemical used in permanent hair 
dyes causes cancer. 
An FDA spokesman said Tuesday 
the National Cancer Institute has 
informed FDA Commissioner Donald 
Kennedy that the chemical, 4- 
methoxym-phenylenediamine, has 
been identified as a cancer-causing 
agent in NCI animal studies. 
“We’re looking at the regulatory 
questions on the assumption that the 
institute’s final data will be positive,” 
the spokesman said. “We have every 
assurance from NCI that that is the 
case.” 
An industry spokeswoman said the 
chemical has no substitute and is 
necessary to facilitate the dyeing 
process, which involves bleaching out 
the natural hair color and substituting 
an artificial one. 
Permanent hair dyes can’t be 
washed out by semi-permanent dyes or 
color rinses. A person’s hair remains 
the dyed color until it grows out or is 
replaced by another permanent dye. 
A month ago, Kennedy told reporters 
he had asked the institute to expedite 
its testing of the suspect hair dyes. But 
he said he would wait for the institute’s 
final report before taking regulatory 
action as demanded by the Environ­ 
mental Defense Fund. 
While some analysis remains to be 
done, the FDA spokesman said 
Tuesday, the commissioner has been 
told that the cancer-causing property 
of the long-used coal tar dye is no 
longer in doubt. 
The spokesman said FDA is now 
considering 
two 
fundamental 
questions: 
—Is the study, which involved 
feeding high doses of the chemical to 
laboratory rats and mice, a reliable 
indicator that humans who apply it to 
their hair and scalps run the risk of 
contracting cancer? 
—And if it is determined that a 
cancer danger does exist for the 
jnillions of people who use the dyes, 
what action can the agency take 
against products that have enjoyed a 
special form of congressional im­ 
munity for 40 years? 
The FDA spokesman said the agency 
has determined that 3 to 6 percent of 
the chemical is absorbed by the body 
through the scalp during normal use of 
a permanent hair dye, the type 
generally used to change, rather thro 
enhance, one’s natural hair color. 
The cosmetics industry, however, 
rejects the test on 4-methoxy-m- 
phenylenediamine as irrelevant and 
cites numerous other studies, in­ 
cluding a 13-year survey of 5,000 
beauticians that have failed to produce 
statistically signficant evidence that 
the dyes cause cancer in humans. 
Even if the FDA concludes the dyes 
pose a hazard to consumers, it can’t 
ban them as it attempted to do with 
saccharin before Congress intervened 
earlier this year. 
Under a 1938 law, coal tar hair dyes, 
as those containing suspect chemical 
are called, are specifically exempt 
from FDA’s usual regulatory powers, 
except that the agency retains 
authority over their labeling.

The secretary of state’s bill will 
propose that local boards of election 
mail postcards to voters about to be 
purged from the rolls. This practice 
was followed under the two-year 
renewal plan, but was dropped with 
the advent of permanent registration. 
The legislation will also address the 
sensitive issue of the voting rights of 
the mentally ill.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Americans 
increased their personal income by the 
largest amount in seven months in 
October, as factory workers increased 
their wages and government salaries 
rose, the Commerce Department said 
today. 
Total personal income rose 1.3 
percent in October, after rising 0.8 
percent in September and 0.6 percent 
in August, the department said. The 
October increase was the largest since 
a 1.5 percent increase in March. 
The 822.2-billion increase in October 
put total personal income for the 
month at $1 trillion, 580.9 billion, at a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate. 
Private wages and salaries in­ 
creased $10.1 billion in October after 
rising $6.7 billion in September. 
A 7 percent federal pay increase that 
took effect Oct. I helped overall 
government wages and salaries in­ 
crease by $4-2 billion in October, 
compared with $1.5 billion in Sep­ 
tember. The raises for federal civilian 
and military personnel accounted for 
$2.8 billion of the boost. 
Manufacturing payrolls rose $3.8 
billion in October, after rising $1.8 
billion in September. About two-thirds 
of this increase was accounted for by 
an increase in average hourly earnings 
from $5.36 to $5.41 per hour. 
Employment also increased, and the 
average work week rose from 36.0 to 
36.1 hours. 
Payrolls in the durable goods in­ 
dustries accounted for most of the 
increase, with transportation equip­ 
ment, electrical and non-electrical 
machinery and fabricated and 
primary metals showing the biggest 
gains.

Law m akers Look Into School Financing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
lawmakers early next year will look 
into a school financing plan that could 
help bail out ailing school districts and 
considerably reduce local property 
taxes. 
The plan would earmark 95 percent 
of the income tax and all lottery 
revenue for schools. 


"I am convinced that Ohioans have 
had it with the present system of 
funding public education, which relies 
heavily on property taxes,” Rep. John 
E. 
Johnson, 
D-Orrville, 
said 
Wednesday at a news conference 
announcing the proposal. 


Johnson wants to limit property 
taxes collected for school operations to 
15 mills, while adjusting income tax 
rates to put a heavier burden on those 
in high income brackets. 
The Ohio Education Association, 
representing 85,000 teachers, reacted 
with cautious optimism to the 
sweeping plan. 
“We need to know that it will 
produce the amount of money ascribed 


and that it will, on a continuing basis, 
reflect 
inflation,” 
said 
OEA 
spokesman John Hall. “If it does, then 
we’d have to take a very hard look at 
it.” 
Majority Democratic legislative 
leaders were non-committal about the 
plan, but House Finance Chairman 
Myrl H. Shoemaker, D-BoumVille, is a 
co-sponsor, and that assures that it will 
receive hearings. 
The Johnson plan, to be im­ 
plemented in part by a constitutional 
amendment, would create a Basic 
Education Fund, fueled by the lot­ 
tery, 95 percent of the income tax and 
corporate franchise tax, and some 
local property taxes. 
The fund would assure each school 
district $1,700 per pupil in the 1979-80 
school year, while generally reducing 
property taxes, according to Johnson. 
Average current expenditures are 
$1,185 per pupil, the Wayne County 
lawmaker said, but 190 districts spend 
less than $900 per pupil and all big city 
districts, except Dayton, are under 
$1,500. 
Johnson said Ohio’s general fund, 


the source of revenue for most state 
needs, would lose no more than 4 
percent or $150 million, as a result of 
the transfer of the income and cor­ 
porate franchise taxes to the education 
fund. 


He would eliminate the IO percent 
property tax rollback, repeal tangible 
personal property taxes for all but 
utilities, and establish a system 
assuring that no one pays more than a 
fixed percentage of their income for 
real property taxes. 
The real estate tax would be limited 
to 25 mills unless voters agreed to 
more. Ten mills of that total tax load 
would be distributed locally. The 
remainder would go to the state Basic - 
Education Fund, with the exception of 
tax dollars collected on residential and 
agricultural property, which also 
would be spent locally, along with the 
remaining 5 percent of the state in­ 
come tax.

“This proposal would increase the 
personal income tax burden until Ohio 
ranked 24th from the bottom and 
decrease the property tax burden until 
Ohio ranked 15th from the bottom,” he 
said.

Bingo Law Revised 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
senators have returned to the House a 
heavily amended bill revising Ohio's 
charitable bingo law, and the action 
promises to lead to a joint conference 
committee study. 
House sponsors who sat in on the 
four-hour debate — twice as long as 
Senate debate on the multi-billion 
dollar state budget — said almost 
immediately they probably will 
demand that the bill be sent to a 
conference committee. 
Before voting 30-3 to return to 
measure, senators disagreed on the 
merits of more than a dozen floor 
amendments, most of them seeking to 
permit more organizations to sponsor 
games. 
They also had doubts whether the 
overall thrust of the legislation will be, 
as intended, to thwart operations of 
professional gamblers who have run 
bingo and other games of chance under 
the guise of being charitable groups. 
Sen. Robert E. O’Shaughnessy, D- 
Columbus, the floor sponsor, asserted 
the amendments open up the law too 
much and demanded that his name be 
removed from the bill. 
Rep. J. Leonard Camera, D-Lorain, 
who sponsored it in the House, ex­ 
pressed a similar view and indicated 
he will ask that it be sent to a joint 
conference committee to iron out

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Department of Transportation is 
prepared if this winter’s snowfall 
should be a repeat of last year’s record 
average state accumulation of 61 in­ 
ches. 
For the past month, DOT crews 
around the state have conducted “dry 
runs” in DOT garages in preparation 
for the coming battle against ice and 
snow. 
Both the rolling stock and personnel 
had to pass point-by-point inspection. 
Each piece of equipment—about 4,100 
snow plows — must work properly and 
each employee fully understand snow- 
removal procedures. 
George Nelms, chief engineer of 
operations, indicated that this year’s 
battle-plan won’t differ drastically 
from the 1976-77 program. 
“Everyone associated with last 
winter says it was the worst in the 
history of the department,” said 
Nelms. “The department did a fan­ 
tastic job last winter... When you get a 
snowfall like we had, and you clear it 
out in just a week, you've got a good 
operation. Why change it?” 
Previous record snowfalls in 1937 
and 1950 took up to a month to fully 
clear, Nelms pointed out. 
Nelms said DOT’s emergency 
center, which coordinated snow- 
removal operations by the Ohio 
National Guard, county highway 
departments, townships, contractors 
and DOT crews statewide last winter, 
is ready for instant mobilization. More 
contracts have been signed with 
“stand-by" contractors should a 
severe snow hit and additional help be 
needed. 
DOT Maintenance Chief Ron Zook 
said the department has stocked ad­ 
ditional salt supplies, along with more 
“grit” — boiler cinders, gravel and 
sand to improve traction when its too 
cold for the road salt to melt snow and 
ice. 
Zook said DOT could muster 4,100 
drivers, mechanics, radio operators, 
and other support employees if 
necessary. 
In estimating the cost of the snow 
and ice-clearing activities, Zook said 
labor and equipment cost for last 
winter was $16.5 million, but that an

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Parseghian Suggests 
Bowl Revisions

For years, while head coach at Notre 
Dame, Ara Parseghian advocated a 
formula for deciding an official 
national champion in college football 
but saw his efforts end in frustration 
and stagnation. 
* 
The bowls were too deeply en­ 
trenched. They were too jealous of 
their vast civic and commercial en­ 
terprises to permit any infringement 
on their domain. 
With no definitive plan for the bowl 
lineups, the year-end galas often 
proved useless in determining an 
undisputed No. I team. Thus the job 
was left to the polls, which frequently 
only compounded the controversy over 
superiority. 


Now the college season is heading 
toward its climax with a veritable 
stampede of contenders storming 
toward the wire and a jam-up almost 
certain to fire regional passions and 
dissent. 
Parseghian, now in private business 
but retaining a feel for the game as ace 
ABC commentator, has a suggestion 
for avoiding such chaos. 


“Why not extend the bowl deadline 
another week, to Nov. 26?" he said 
from his office in South Bend, Ind. “It 
wouldn’t be as good as having a 
championship playoff but at least it 
would add a little respectability to the 
rankings." 
Notre Dame, No. 6 in The Associated 
Press poll and a prime bowl prospect, 
happens to be of the same mind. 
The Fighting Irish apparently will 
have the choice of playing No. I Texas 
in the Cotton Bowl or No. 2 Alabama in 
the Sugar Bowl with a victory abetting 
a bid for the national crown. 


The trouble is, under the National 
Collegiate 
Athletic 
Association 
guidelines, the various bowls are 
allowed to start dipping into the pot of 
goodies after Saturday’s contests, 
leaving both top-ranked Texas and No. 
2 Alabama with tough rivals to play 
Nov. 26. Texas plays Texas AfcM and 
Alabama faces formidable Auburn. 
“Look at the circumstances that can 
arise," Parseghian said. “When Notre 
Dame ended its boycott of the bowls 
eight years ago it did so with the un­ 
derstanding that it would accept a 
post-season bid only if it could enhance 


its position nationally. 
“Suppose Notre Dame chooses to 
play Texas in Dallas. Should Texas 
lose to A&M — a possibility — the 
Longhorns would drop to fifth or sixth 
place in the polls, rendering the game 
of little national significance. 
“On the other hand, suppose Notre 
Dame chooses to take on Alabama in 
the Sugar Bowl. Texas then probably 
would play the loser of the Ohio State- 
Michigan game. If Texas should lose, 
then there might well be four teams 
with 9-1 records, all with a claim to the 
national championship. 


“This might be avoided with a 
week’s delay of the picking date." 
Here’s how the bowl picture stacks 
up at the moment: Rose — Ohio State 
9-1 or Michigan 9-1 vs. UCLA 7-3 or 
Washington 6-4; Cotton - Texas 9-4 vs. 
Notre Dame (9-1) ; Sugar — Alabama 
9-1 vs. OSU-Michigan loser; Orange — 
Oklahoma 9-1 or Nebraska 8-2 vs. Penn 
State 9-1 or Pittsburgh 8-1-1. 
“Conceivably," commented Par­ 
seghian, “Ohio State, Texas, Notre 
Dame and Alabama could end up with 
equivalent won-loss records. Now who 
is national champion? 


“The picture could be simplified 
somewhat with a week’s delay in the 
bowl deadline. All it needs is for 
somebody to take the bull by the 
horns." 
Parseghian and his contemporary 
commentator, former Arkansas Coach 
Frank Broyles, led a coaches’ move a 
few years ago to devise a playoff 
system which would utilize all of the 
major bowls. Plans were worked out 
for 16, eight and even four teams. None 
ever got past the drawing board. 


In 1970, when Penn State challenged 
Texas’ No. I ranking, Ara suggested 
the formation of a Challenge Bowl 
involving two top teams chosen by a 
panel of athletic directors, coaches 
and writers. It died a’bomin’. 
The NCAA provides championship 
playoffs for every spoil except foot­ 
ball, which has become a gigantic 
guessing game. 
“It makes sense to hold up selection 
until the end of the season," Par­ 
seghian said. “But I don’t expect it. 
The bowls get panicky. The teams get 
antsy. They’re Uke a girl waiting for 
the junior prom."

Suddenly, and against all reasonable 
odds, organized sportsmen have 
achieved a degree of clout that never 
seemed possible on the Ohio poUtical 
scene. 
Nobody from either side, and cer­ 
tainly none of the so-caUed expert poU 
watcher, anticipated the over­ 
whelming defeat of Issue 2 last week. 
“Don’t let anybody kid you,” ob­ 
served Jim Glass after the leghold trap 
ban was trounced. “Nobody, including 
me, ever thought the issue would go 
down by a landslide like this.” 
Glass is vice chairman of Ohioans 
for Wildlife Conservaton (OWC), the 
organization which, in less than eight 
months, organized the grass roots 
effort which spearheaded opposition to 
Issue 2. 
Contrary to the popular view, 
however, OWC’s Success was an 
overnight sensation in name.only. The 
real story began five years ago when 
Glass, virtually on his own, established 
the Wildlife Legislative Fund (WLF). 
The WLF received its first statewide 
exposure in this column on March 3, 
1974. It was Glass’ idea to create a 
nonprofit fund, governed by in­ 
dependent directors, that would be 
available to finance lobbying and legal 
moves on behalf of wildlife. 
The WLF gained its greatest 
recognition by organizing the op­ 
position to an ill-fated attempt in 1975 
to push a leghold trap ban through the 
Ohio General Assembly. Those 
ongoing skirmishes and the battle over 
dove hunting helped the WLF and 
other sportsmen groups become better 
organized than ever. 
The Ohioans for Wildlife Con­ 
servation, a logical extension of the 
WLF, was formed specifically to 
respond to the drive to pass Issue 2. 
Some statistics on that controversy 
show 
how 
successful 
Glass’ 
organization really was. 
County campaign units were 
established by OWC in all 88 counties. 
They raised nearly $400,000, most of 
which went into the OWC’s total 
campaign chest of some $600,000, 
Glass said. 
That contrasts with $930,000 spent in 
support of Issue 2 by only one of 
several groups, the International Fund 
for Animal Welfare with headquarters 
in British Columbia. Glass estimates 
$1.2 million was spent by all anti­ 
trapping interests to get Issue 2 on the 
ballot and on the campaign to pass it. 
Glass predicted the issue would be 
defeated by a 56 percent margin. It lost 
by a lopsided 63-37 percent spread. 
Surprising to some, the issue lost 
both in metropolitan and rural areas, 
although by much larger margins in 
the latter. 


Cuyahoga (Cleveland) and Hamilton 
(Cincinnati) counties, where massive 
support for the amendment was an­ 
ticipated, did pass the issue but only by 
a total of 22,261 votes out of 749,105 
cast. And overall, voters in the eight 
major metropolitan areas of Ohio, 


where the issue’s heaviest backing was 
expected, defeated the measure by a 56 
percent majority. 
Glass said the strongly organized 
network (rf county committees will 
remain intact in hopes of exerting 
influence over matters of continuing 


interest to sportsmen. 
Already there is talk of having the 
OWC pressure for mandatory hunter 
safety training, licensing of trappers 
and recovering interest on wildlife 
funds that is now deposited in the Ohio 
general fund.

Powell escorted them into the press 
center to offer reporters their instant 
analyses. 
What seemed like a sure-fire 
publicity gimmick got off to an un­ 
certain start as soon as Rep. Thomas 
L. Ashley of Ohio led the parade to the 
press center rostrum. 
“I thought it was a forthright 
speech,” Ashley drawled. 
Reporters scratched their heads and 
asked him to repeat the statement 
several times. It seemed that some 
had understood Ashley to call it a 
“fourth-rate speech.” 
Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, another 
Ohioan, was next at the microphone. 
Whether Carter’s address would have 
its intended effect “is very doubtful in 
my mind,” he said. 
Asked if that meant the speech was a 
waste of time, Metzenbaum replied: “I 
wouldn’t say it was a waste of time. It 
was a good effort.” 
Sen. Frank Church of Idaho was 
asked what effect the address would 
have on the conferees working on 
compromise energy legislation. 
“Probably not very much,” Church 
responded, winning ready agreement 
from some of the other conferees 
trotted out by Powell. 
As the Congress members departed, 
the press secretary tried to make the 
best of the situation. 
. “I want you to know,” joked Powell, 
“that this was another presentation by 
your up-tight White House staff.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Film director 
Franco Zeffirelli says one of the 
toughest decisions he’s ever made 
involved winnowing down a field of 600 
to 39 semi-finalists for the Jackie 
Cooper role in a new version of “The 
Champ.” 
Six hundred boys from all over the 
metropolitan area, aged 7 to 9, an­ 
swered a casting call two weeks ago. 
The original movie was made in 1931. 
After interviews with the 39 semi­ 
finalists, Zeffirelli will choose IO or ll 
boys to read scenes from the script. 
Eventually all will be eliminated 
except three — one to play the Cooper 
role and the others to play his pals.
